REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's argument that Ochi teaches away from crushable particles, and Ochi 

also teaches away from particle sizes equivalent to Keely's, i.e., the diameter of 
particles is substantially about equal or greater than the thickness of the adhesive layer, 
is persuasive. In particular, Applicant's amendment to claim 18 by incorporating claims 
21 and 29 overcome the prior rejections over Keely and Ochi.
